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RACE-HATE CRIMES 


AGAINST WHITES —A 


GROWING TREND 


Another racial murder against a lone white man by a gang of 
Asians slipped past almost unnoticed recently when it was dubbed 


a ‘road rage’ attack. 

The murder happened after four 
Bangladeshis met Mark Sharp, 39, as 
he was on his way to buy a kebab for 
his son in Luton. Insults were 
exchanged and Abdul Tahid, Jomir 
Miah, Abdul Shahid and Forid Miah 
followed Mark while Tahid called for 
reinforcements on his mobile phone. 
Rejan Uddin and Abdul Aberdin 
arrived with weapons within minutes, 
whereupon all six men attacked Mr. 
Sharp with baseball bats leaving him 
unconscious. He was then kicked 
before Tahid stabbed Mark in the 
temple. Mark was left to die. 

Mark’s father, George said: “They 
have done it before. This time they 
saw a white man on his own and 
thought: ‘Let’s have a go’. What else 
can you Call their motivation ifit wasn’t 
racist?” 

Poor Mark was a victim of the evil 
policy of ‘multi-racialism’ favoured 
by Labour and Tory politicians which 
is destroying Britain’s social 
cohesiveness, sense of community and 
literally killing families. Mark’s wife 
and young son are heartbroken and 
have had their lives torn apart by the 
consequence of this evil policy. Mark 
himself of course, is dead. 

The idea of inviting literally millions 
of dissimilar people with totally foreign 
cultures, histories and expectations to 
live cheek by jowl with Britons was a 
disaster in the making and so it has 
proved. One only has to look at the US, 
Asia, Africa, the ex-Soviet Union or 
Yugoslavia — anywhere there are 
different peoples living together to see 


Now that the failure is apparent, BN 
asks when will the politicians 
responsible take action to protect 
Britain and the British people from 
their ruinous policies? | 

Passing sentence, Mr. Justice Dyson 
said: “It was an appalling attack. Six 
men pitched into one man on his own.” 
Rejan Uddin and Abdul Tahid got life 
for murder, and three others got just 4 
years for manslaughter. The sixth 
suspect, Aberdin, has fled to 
Bangladesh. 

But if the Luton race murder was 
largely covered up in Bedfordshire 
and totally ignored elsewhere, the 
whole country was given a rare glimpse 
into the frightening world of racial 
attacks against white people, when the 
attackers of Gareth Wilshaw were 
sentenced to prison last month. Marlon 
Howell, Gary Hutchinson and Danau 
Drummond punched, kicked and 
stamped a man into a coma. As they 
did so, they screamed “white bastard” 
at him. The attack left their victim, 
Gareth Wilshaw, 24, on a life-support 
machine. Gary suffered severe brain 
injury, is unable to walk and can 
scarcely talk. It is a miracle he lived at 
all however, since doctors did not 
expect him to survive what police say 
was a vicious and unprovoked racial 
attack. 

The attack took place last Christmas 
after Drummond had been thrown out 
of a Nottingham night club and was 
spoiling for trouble. The group 
attacked three other people before 
Wilshaw — all of them white — 


The racial nature of the 
attacks were apparent by 
the accompanying racial 
abuse. 

The three were only 
caught because of the 
efforts of Phillip Ellis who 
witnessed the attack and 
followed the three to a 
burger bar where he 
pointed them outto police. 
Phil said: “It was the 
longest minute [have ever 
known. My natural 
instinct was to go to help, 
but my sense told me not to, otherwise 
I would probably be with him [Gareth] 
now. It was disgusting. It wasn’t just 
kicking. It was stamping on the head. 
I could hear them shouting “White 
bastard.”’ 

The judge named Drummond as the

“You stamped 
mercilessly on that boy’s head with 
sickening violence for the best part of 
a whole minute while your victim was 
unconscious and helpless on the 
ground. While this was going on you 


other two joined in 
the attack like a pack 
of animals attacking 
their prey.” 

Judge Dudley 
Bennett then 
sentenced Howell 
and Hutchinson both 
18, to 11 years ina 
Young Offender’s 
Institution and ring 
leader, Drummond to 
10 years because of 
his guilty plea. 
Drummond also got

30 months for the other attack to run 
consecutively, a total of 12% years. 

The Wilshaw family have suffered 
terribly from the attack: Gary’s mum 
and dad could barely recognise their 
own son in hospital. His head was 
bruised and swollen to the size of a 
football; Gary’s sister had 
a nervous breakdown, and 
Gary’s life has been 
destroyed. 

These are not isolated 
incidents. A clear pattern 
of racial attacks directed 
against whites is 
emerging. In Halifax and 
Dewsbury, West 
Yorkshire, police are 
investigating a whole 
series of racial attacks on 
white teenagers by Asian 
gangs. In Nelson, 
Lancashire, David Taylor, 
17, was the victim of yet another 
unprovoked racial attack by Asian 
youths. He was hit so hard that his 
teeth were knocked back into his mouth 
at right angles to his gum. This 
happened in broad daylight on the 
main road. Inan unconnected incident, 
Mohamed Latif, also of Nelson, has 
been gaoled for 27 months for a racial 
attack on John Eastwood who was 
stabbed in the chest and called “White 
trash.” 

Nor are women safe from this kind 
of racial violence. The example of a 
23-year-old white woman from 
Reading still too frightened to be 
named should illuminate. The 23-year- 
old, a Reading shop manageress, was 
walking in the town centre with a 
friend when a gang of ten black women 
in their late teens and early twenties

began racially abusing her for no 
apparent reason from across the road. 

Then, without warning or 
provocation, the ten launched a 
ferocious assault on the woman which 
left her with severe bruising all over 
her body. As the gang attacked and 
Started hitting the two women they 
called out “Get the white bitch.” Her 
friend was also attacked and left with 
bruising. The gang quickly swelled to 
twenty, all kicking and punching. At 
one point the woman thought she was 
being rescued, but it was a false hope 
as a man, also black, intervened just 
long enough to steal her handbag and 
purse before running off. 

Later, the 23-year-old said: “I was 
lying on the floor getting kicked and I 
just wanted to die. I was in so much 
pain.” Police spokeswoman Sherri 
Roberts confirmed the unprovoked 
nature of the attack and said she was 
amazed that the young woman, who 
took the brunt of the attack, had 
suffered no serious internal injuries. 

There is a solution to the violence 
and the economic and social 
dislocation and strife caused by 
immigration. It is repatriation: A 
sensible, orderly and well-funded 
repatriation that would benefit all. The 
multi-racial experiment has been a 
disaster. It is not enlightened, it is evil. 
All races need their own space for 
development and growth. 

The evil of multi-racialism 
destroys all races, all cultures in an 
effort to erase racial and cultural 
differences and so leads to needless 
social strife. The BNP wishes to end 
that strife. And the way to do it is 
through repatriation — for the good 
of all.

IMMIGRANTS POUR IN 


One of the themes of the news this year has been the story of illegal 


‘immigrants and ‘refugees’ who come to Britain to take advantage of the 


generous welfare benefits available. In April, BN reported upon John 
Major’s wheeze to give 2 million passports to Hong Kong Chinese. At the 


same time, the Home Office published figures that showed Britain needs 


27 new towns the size of Milton Keynes to house 4% million people very 
quickly. The announcement was not a coincidence. 


The first such new town has been 
earmarked for Bedfordshire between 
Luton and Bedford. Other areas under 
consideration include East Anglia, 
Scotland, Wales, the South West, 
South East and the North and 
Midlands. In short, everywhere. 
Britain’s existing towns and cities 
will also take their share of the brunt. 

Upon arrival into Britain, illegals 
and ‘refugees’ are entitled to full 
benefits, including income support, 
child, housing and disability benefit. 
If threatened with deportation, a 
lengthy appeal procedure will string it 
out before they simply disapear, never 
to be seen again. Clearly, if Britain 
were an all-white country as it was 
only two generations ago, this could 
not be done since their presence would 


be blindingly obvious and the police» 


could soon have them on their way. 

Most Britons watching news of these 
‘refugee’ stories seethe with anger. 
They know it’s wrong, but feel utterly 
powerless. 

Seeking popularity, in February 
Peter Lilley, the Social Security 
Secretary under Michael Howard’s 
direction stopped benefits for 
‘refugees’, not because the Tories are 
anti-immigration (Thatcher and Major 
between them have invited 5⁄2 million 
Hong Kong Chinese here) but because 
looking muscular against the odd 
hundred thousand asylum seekers 
would divert attention away from the 
5⁄2 million invited here next year. 

But in June, an appeal court ruling 
ruled that Peter Lilley had exceeded 
his powers by withdrawing benefits to 
refugees. Howard then restored the 
benefit cuts in his Asylum bill then 
going through Parliament. 

The bogus nature of the ‘refugees’ 
was apparent when after benefits were 
withdrawn, the numberof applications 
fell to a quarter of what they had been. 
Immediately after the appeal ruling in 
June restoring benefits, applications 
doubled to 1,700 in July. 

Although great publicity has been 
given to the Home Secretary’s benefit 
cuts, the reality is that such cuts apply 
only to those who fail to claim asylum 
on the day that they turn up. As a 
result, those in the know are 


unaffected and news of the curbs is 


even now in the hands of organised 
fraudsters abroad who simply brief 
those waiting to come as to how to 


beat the system and claim on day one. 

But even those who have turned up 
already and have failed to qualify are 
still able to beat the system. Dozens 
beat the curbs by taking day trips to 
France and then returning to make 
claims under different names. Customs 
officers fear that hundreds will soon 
follow. Customs officers are unable to 
refuse a claim once the magic word 
‘asylum’ has been uttered and all 
claimants immediately qualify for the 
full package of benefits — income 
support, child allowance and housing 
benefit. The claimants, because of a 
backlog of 75,000 refugees to be 
processed continue to qualify for the 


benefits for up to two or 
three years until the 
appeal system is 
exhausted. Whereupon, 
like so many others, 
once a deportation order 
is issued, they can 
simply disappear, 
sometimes back to 
France to try the whole 
scam on once again. Or 
they get married (to a 
British citizen of

THE ILLEGALS 


Many illegals come to Britain to visit 
relatives or to study. Once here, they 
never go back. One man in the news 
was Hing Fai ‘Albert’ Tong. He came 
to Britain 17 yearsago onaone month 
visitor’s visa in 1979. He has been 
here ever since having married an 
English woman and fathered a child. 
The Home Office issued a deportation 
order and ‘Albert’ went on the run, 
seeking sanctuary in a Methodist 
Chapel . 

Finally, ‘Albert’? was arrested by 
police in the chapel and held in custody 
prior to deportation. Stringing out his 
17-year overstay even more, ‘Albert’ 
collapsed with a heart condition and is 
not to be deported until he is medically 
fit to travel! 


®@ Mumtaz Begum, 58, from Pakistan 
arrived in Britain on a three-month 
visa in 1986 and has stayed ever since. 
As with ‘Albert’, Begum is ‘unwell’. 
The widow, who had been living in 
Swindon, defied two Home Office 
deportation orders and has fled into 
hiding. She is unlikely to ever be found 
again. 

@Another illegal, Mr. Akinbolu 
pitched up in Britain from Nigeria 
hoping for the good life on Britain’s 
easy welfare system. His student visa 
expired in 1992, but he stayed on and 
gained a well-appointed flat in 
Hackney, East London. He was 
arrested in 1994 but incredibly, he was 
then released to go back to his flat. 
When he got there, he found that the 


i he French deport 11,000 illegals per year. If they didn’t, France would 
be an African country within a few years. 


policy of no internal 
border controls mean that illegals 
entering the EU can head for anywhere 
within Europe — no questions asked. 
Spain and France, the weak links next 
to Africa are wrestling with an 
immigrant problem that is even bigger 
than Britain’s.

Akinbolu, with the help of taxpayer- 
funded bodies appealed against the 
eviction and won against his 
‘unlawful’ eviction. The presiding 


judges said that the council could 


not evict tenants just because they 
were illegal immigrants! Most British 
people the length and breadth of the 
country want to know ‘Why not?’ 
@ Yasmeen Ghaffar is another illegal 
who entered the country illegally in 
1991. The usual route to entrench 
herself in Britain was adopted and 
Ghaffar had a daughter born to her as 
soon as possible knowing that Britain’s 
soppy liberal bleeding hearts might 
consider her case more leniently if 
caught. When the Home Office made 
a deportation order against her, she 
appealed on the ground that her British- 
born daughter had her civil rights 
ignored by the Home Secretary. 
@ The barefaced cheek of these illegals 
takes some beating. One woman from 
Nigeria, Georgina Aiyenuro, came to 
Britain on a false passport in 1990. 
Since that time, she used no less than 
21 different identities to defraud social 
security. Aiyenuro was only caught 
because she was filmed at Marks and 
Spencer’s store in Kensington, where 
she worked, and seen dipping her hand 
into the till and stealing more than 
£2,500. Following her arrest, police 
discovered £5,000 in building society 
accounts and a mountain of expensive 
clothes. When charged and served with 
deportation papers, Aiyenuro claimed 
political asylum! | 
She hopes that two of her children 
born in Britain will help her case to

stay. Police believe that Aiyenuro still 
has another passport with which to 
return to Britain. 

@ Overwhelmed by the sheer numbers 
of the immigrant flood sweeping into 
Britain, it is heartening to see the odd 
successful case where cheeky illegals 
get their comeuppance. Bayo 
Omoyiola, a Nigerian, came to Britain 
in 1988 as a student. He never went 
back however and found himself a job 
with Liverpool City Council as a 
housing officer. When Immigration 
Services finally caught up with 
Omoyiola at the beginning of this 
year, they served him with deportation 
papers. Omoyiola appealed against 
deportation. 

Just a little while afterwards, 
Omoyiola accompanied Liverpool MP 
Bob Parry to China on a fact finding 
mission. When Omoyiola attempted 
to board the aeroplane back to Britain 
he was told that he couldn’t do so as he 
didn’t have a visa. Omoyiola was 
stranded in Hong Kong for months! 
@ Nor is the problem with immigrants 
soaking the benefit system a simple 


black and white issue. Immigrants from 
Poland have doubled over the past 
year and in February there was an end 
to the well-publicised saga of two 
immigrants, Spanish and Italian, both 
suffering with HIV who, as EU 
nationals, simply pitched up in this 
country to claim all the benefits that 
Britain had to offer. The case made 
headlines and after Westminster 
Council made them homeless, the Tory 
Press rejoiced. 

The last laugh however, was had by 
Gaudienzio Castelli and Jose Tristan- 
Garcia who won an appeal ruling — 
funded by the taxpayer — against 
Westminster Council. The ruling, in 
line with Euro-law, means that 
Europeans can simply turn up and 
local councils are obliged to find them 
accommodation. The full range of 
welfare benefits — income support, 
housing benefit etc. is of course not to 
be denied either. 

Because no agency collates the data, 
the costs of fraudulent claims by 
illegals, ‘refugees’ and EU nationals 
isunknown but must run into £billions.

@ Another smuggler, German lorry 
driver Carlo Cazor was gaoled for just

two years for smuggling fifty Asians 
into Britain inside his lorry. He 
unloaded them in a quite cul de sac in 
Holloway, north London and residents 
were amazed to see fifty men jump 
down from the lorry and run into 
waiting cars as they made their 
getaway. Cazor, however, was unable 
to escape himself as 
he couldn’t reverse 
his lorry past road 
works and was 
arrested by police 
shortly afterwards. 
Of the fifty illegal 
immigrants, only 
Six were arrested. 

@Fraudster Julius 
Adenekan worked 
for the Home 
Office. By day he 
served deportation 
orders, by night he 
raided Home Office 


computer files of details of people 
facing deportation. His ‘services’ were 
advice to flee underground and avoid 
arrest; milk social security with fake 
claims; take part in sham weddings 
with British nationals and con the 
Home Office by reapplying for 
political asylum under false names. 
Adenekan charged £3,000 for an 
arranged marriage. 

@ Another passport racket to reach the 
news concerned immigrants working 
as civil servants. They used their 
positions to obtain confidential details 
of persons living and dead and obtained 
passports for them for sale to illegals 
in West Africa. One of the reasons this 
crime is so rife is because it is: (a)so 
incredibly easy; (b)easy money and; 
(c)the demand is so strong. 

In this case, Rachel Olorode, Grace 
Idhe, Rachel Mirza and Monica 
Baptiste were all found guilty. But the 
pathetically inadequate sentencing 
provides no deterrent whatsoever. 
Baptiste got just 2 years; Mirza and 
Idhe got 18 months and Olorode 


received just one year. Which means 
that they will be out in 1 year, 9 months 
and 6 months respectively. 

@ The professional passport fixers can 
earn up to £10,000 per week by selling 
just six to seven passports. Mujibul 
Hoque ran his scam out of an East 
London travel agency. He obtained 
passports by the simple expedient of 
buying them from their rightful 
owners and then doctoring the so- 
called tamper-proof photos before 
selling them for between £1,500 and 
£1,700. 

@ The News of the World, who love a 
passport scam, were quickly offon the 
trail of another gang run by 
Mohammed Patel and Mubarek 
Ahmed Bari, himself a Pakistani who 
has claimed political asylum. They 
ran an extensive fraud, not only selling 
passports for £1,700 each but also 
offering an escort service into the 
country for a further £1,300. Other 
gang members were Patel’s son, Irfan 
—the escort and Rizwan who did most 
of the leg work. 


THE LAWS A JOKE 


Even when a judge recommends 
deportation, there is an army of 
people, all funded by the taxpayer, 
who will seek to keep an illegal in 
Britain. A classic case was that of 
Idris Belaifa, 42, a North African. 
Belaifa, an illegal immigrant, came 
before the Liverpool Crown Court 
in October 1994 and found guilty of 
destroying a house and damaging 14 
others and two cars, in each case 


being reckless as to whether the lives 
of others would be endangered, and 
also of two offences of attempting to 
make fraudulent insurance claims. 
Judge Hamilton sentenced Belaifa 
to a total of 12 years and made a 
recommendation of deportation after 
the sentence was complete. The 
deportation order however was 
allowed to be appealed and at the 
appeal hearing in February the 
deportation order was struck down. 
In the summing up, Mr Justice 
Blofeld remarked that the trial judge 
(Hamilton) had said merely: “I make 
an order for your deportation” and 
said no more. Blofeld continued: 
“The judge might have had all the 
matters that had been drawn to his 
attention by counsel in mind but 
unfortunately had not referred to 
them. He should have done so.” 
The law is an ass! 


WHAT 
In Germany, once the home of the 
most liberal asylum and immigration 
rules in the world, the rules on 
immigration have been tightened to 
make it one of the toughest. German 
laxness and generosity had made it a 
Mecca for illegals wanting a free ride. 
In 1992 more than 483,000 ‘refugees’ 
applied for sanctuary. Refugees are 
now no longer accepted if they first 
pass through a ‘safe’ country. As all 
Germany’s neighbours are safe, it 
means that refugees arriving overland 
will no longer be admitted. 

What then can be done about the 
situation? Readers of BN will of course 
know that the party has

REPATRIATION FILE 

In one of the biggest repatriation 
schemes of modern times, more than 
one million Rwandan refugees are 
to be repatriated by Zaire back to 
Rwanda, in an agreement reached 
by both governments. 

@ Germany is to begin repatriation 
of 325,000 Bosnians from the 1st of 
October. The cost to Germany of 
harbouring the refugees from the 
1993 war has totalled £6.5 billion. 
The Germans want the Bosnians, 
mostly Muslim but with some Croats, 
to leave voluntarily, but it was made 
plain that the repatriation will be 
compulsory when Interior Minister, 
Manfred Kanther said: “If they don’t 
go voluntarily, they can be deported.” 

Croats living in the Bosnian 

Federation don’t want Muslims 
moving into their areas and neither 
do Serbs. Most Muslims arelikely to 
head for Muslim areas of the 
Federation, proving that most people 
are happiest living with their own 
kind whether they be Germans, 
Serbs, Croats or Muslims. 
@In the United Arab Emirates, 
repatriation is handled rather 
differently. The government has 
given all illegal workers (foreign 
workers make up 85 per cent of the 
population!) a deadline to quit the 
country. Employers who harbour 
illegals after that date are to be fined 
or imprisoned and illegals will be 
subject to fines followed by 
deportation. More than 120,000 
illegals from the Phillipines, India, 
Pakistan and Bangladesh have 
rushed ta get their ‘outpasses’ — 
permission to leave and another 
100,000 are expected to get their 
outpass before the deadline. 

In neighbouring Bahrain, Asians 
have been attacked by local Arabs 
because of widespread unemploy- 
ment. Immigration and the social 
dislocation it creates are world wide 
problems. The sensible solution of 
repatriation works every time!

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OUTER EAST LONDON AND 
ESSEX MEETING 


The Outer East London and Essex 
region of the party held a meeting 
in Chingford last month, to stir up 
interest in the borough of Waltham 
Forest for the party’s candidate for 
the new Chingford and Woodford 
Green constituency.

He said he had no plans to re-let the shop but 
will continue to live in the flat above. He said 
the party had taken the decision to close the 
shop after its legal advisors said it could no 
longer sell the BNP newspaper or magazine 
from the shop following the public inquiry

Mr Edmonds said: “We thought it was so 
outrageous that we couldn’t sell our own 
publications in a shop which I own that we 
decided to close.” He said the BNP continues to 
operate a mall order business, but not from 
Upper Wickham Lane.
